rei 2oovB appointment of the PsaLmody Committee in 1862 was the first 
formal step taken by the Assembly with this view ; and one of the duties which 
they found to be incumbent upon them was the preparation of an authorized 
collection of Psalmody. They reported upon the subject to the Assembly on two 
separate occasions ; and the compilation of such a collection having received due 
sanction, in " The Church of Scotland Psalm and Hynm Tune Book " the work 
intrusted to them has been carried out. 

In the publication of the Book there was no design to alter the character of 
the Psalmody in use in the Church, except to the small extent following : im- 
proved Harmonies have been substituted, in a number of instances, for such as 
have been hitherto defective ; some Tunes which, by popular consent, have in 
many collections been improperly rendered, are now restored to their proper 
form ; and a number of Tunes, ancient and modem, not hitherto sung in Scot^ 
land, but which are of genuine ecclesiastical style, have been introduced. A 
sufficient variety has in this way been secured, although some objectionable 
Tunes have been excluded. A few Tunes of questionable character have been 
inserted, out of deference to the feelings of the community, but no Tune posi- 
tively bad has been retained. In short, and without presuming to make any 
assertion as to what should or should not be used in Presbyterian worship, the 
present work contains all which can legitimately be desired in the service of any 
congregation of the Church of Scotland — Psalm Tunes, Hymn Tunes, Chants, 
Doxologies, &c. ; and one of the greatest hindrances to Psadmody improvement 
will thus be removed — namely, the use, and consequent expense, of a number of 
time books, of differing harmonies, in tiie same place of worship.

I. The Paalm Tune section (Edition A.) will be found U> contain the whole 
miuic oecesaaty for the msjoritj of the congregationa in Scotland ; and ita small 
price will render ita Dse pncticable in those parts of the country where a more 
ezpenaiTe collection would be regarded as burdenaome. 

A whole Psalm, or a conaiderable part of one, has been 8uggBBt«d for each 
Tone, in place of the usual plan of inserting a verse for use in practice. Siperi- 
ence haa shown that congregations and choira practiaing in the uanal way have 
acquired a habit of singing the verse attached to the Tune better than the veraee 
preceding or following it ; and it baa been thought right to attempt a remedy 
for this evil by encouraging the practice of several vereea together, instead of one 
merely. 

II. The Edition B. contains, in addition t« the Tunea in Edition A., Hymn 
Tones in the lesa familiar metres, found in the Scottish HymcaL 

III. A large nnmber of Chanta are contained in Edition C, for the uae ol 
Ihoee congregationa which, in prose or metre, are now giving variety to their 
service by chanting. With reference to prose chanting, no especial directiona 
•eem called for, aa the pasaagee of Scripture used muat be distinctly pointed for 
chanting, where it is introduced, and a little practice will render a cougr^ation 
familiar with the manner in which they should be aung. The nature of metrical 
chanting is now too well known to require explanation. As a role, both in prose 
and [netrical chanting, the habit haa been to sing the words in the reciting note 
too rapidly, and in the cadence too alowly. Thia haa produced the jarring effect 
upon the mind which many peieons, unaccustomed to good and devotional chant- 
ing, describe. The proper mode of chanting ia to sing the words in the redting 
note exactly in the time in which the same words should be read, and the cadence 
aa rapidly as is necessary to make the sentence follow in the same continuity. 
Qreat care has been exercised in selecting Dozologies and Anthema, which have 
been obtained almoet entirely from pure classical sources. In the present edition 
targe additions have been made to the collection in the first edition.

Mr. T. L. Hatelj ; of his son, Mr. Walter Hatelj ; and of their late musical direc- 
tor, Mr. T. K. LoDgbottoxxL And they must add that their acknowledgments are 
due to Bev. J. Curwen, for his permission to publish an edition of the work in 
the Tonic Sol-fa notation. 

The revision of the Harmonies and the general superintendence of the Music 
have been intrusted to Mr. W. H. Monk of London, who has contributed six 
original Tunes to the Work, and many new arrangements. 

Two matters, in conclusion, remain for remark. The first has reference to 
the time in which Tunes should be sung ; the other to the form of writing the 
Tunes which has been followed. 

As to the first, it will be observed that metronome marks have been dis- 
pensed with, because circumstances of various congregations render the observ- 
ance of fixed rules on the subject of time nearly impracticable. The habit iu 
Scotland is generally to sing too slowly ; although, in a very few congregations, 
the reverse, it is feared, haa to be deprecated — a result not to be wondered at, 
when the former sluggishness is considered, and the danger in all things of pro- 
ceeding from one extreme to another. Metronome 60 to 70 may be regarded as a 
fair average rate of singing ; but this is subject to considerable acceleration or to 
diminished rapidity, according to circumstances, varying sentiment of words, &c ; 
and the rate of speed may be varied, even in the course of the same Psalm or 
Paraphrase or Hymn. 

The Book has been printed in short score, partly for the sake of economizing 
space, and so of giving a larger variety of Tunes without increased expense ; but 
chiefly out of respect to the desire of a large number of gentlemen, professional 
and amateur, who have strongly stated their view, that, in this publication, the 
Committee should follow the example of the best English Psalters of modem 
times. In practice it will be found quite as easy to read from two staves as 
from four. The upper stave, it is scarcely necessary to say, contains the soprano 
and contralto parts ; the lower, the tenor and bass. With reference to the double 
notes with which lines of certain Tunes commence and finish, it is to be remarked 
that while this form of writing is generally to be found in the older Tunes, it is 
not necessary that, in singing, these notes shall be slavishly adhered to. This 
matter is to be left very much to the discretion and taste of particular congrega- 
tiona The same remark applies to the double bar lines, which are not always 
to be regarded as pausing places in the music. 

The Committee have thus shortly stated the objects sought to be aocom- 
plished in the publication of the Book, and indicated the plan upon which they 
have proceeded in endeavouring to carry them out. That the Church of Scot- 
land Psalm and Hymn Tune Book may prove a worthy instrument for the 
advancement of pure congregational Psalmody, to be joined in by the whole 
body of the people, the Committee fervently desire.
